THE REACTION IN PARIS. 


Тнк fall of the Vendóme Column was the last grim 
absurdity in the farcical tragedy played by the Com- 
mune. The brave warriors who leaped upon the 
prostrate pillar, spat in the face of the recumbent 
statue, and with undaunted patriotism belaboured 
its bronze nose with the butt ends of their muskets, 
have now to provide for their own safety in the pre- 
sence of a hostile force, While everybody was 
expecting a grand attack, accompanied by increased 
bombardment, and while the Commune and the Con- 
vention were quarrelling and snarling at each other, 
the ramparts were neglected and the Versaillais 
troops had pushed so far towards the fortifications 
that they were able to take the first opportunity for 
entering the capital. Happily, this has been effected 
without the bloodshed and the obstinate fighting 
which was anticipated, On Sunday afternoon the 
Army of the Assembly were masters of two gates— 
one at St. Cloud at Point du Jour, the other 
аб Montrouge, the ramparts being abandoned 
by the insurgents, who had, indeed, been 
swept from the bastions by the powerful 
artillery which had previously silenced their own 
batteries. At St. Cloud the gate was battered down 
when General Douay threw himself upon it with his 
troops, followed by the corps of Generals Ladmirault 
and Clinchant. This was at four o’clock in the after- 
noon; and Captain Treves, with 300 sailors, took pos- 
session of the gate. Not a rifle was fired; not a man 
killed or wounded. The insurgents had retired alto- 
gether, and the members of the Commune were occu- 
pied with their own efforts to escape. 

Northward through Passy to the Arc de Triomphe 
the Generals who entered at St. Cloud marched un- 
hindered ; while southward the division of General 


Cissey went in at Montrouge, and rapidly reached . 


the vicinity of the Champ de Mars and the Invalides, 
opening communications at once with their allies on 
the north bank of the river. Neither in the centre of 
the city nor on the heights of Montmartre do the in- 
surgents appear to have made any great resistance, 
Before these words are printed a real Govern- 
ment may be inaugurated for France. The question 
is, what Government? If it should be a Republic, 
M. Thiers will, perhaps, be named its President; 
but will he be elected? There are very great doubts 
whether such an election would satisfy France even 
if Paris should regard it as a temporary necessity ; 
and at seventy-five years of age his tenure of office 
would not in all probability be long. What the 
orderly part of the community fear—that part of 
the community which, while it hates insurrection, is 
the surest guarantee for a really energetic Govern- 
ment what that peaceable class who make the 
prosperity of & nation dread—is repeated dis- 
turbance, In 1848 foundation of a great 
Republic seemed to have been laid; bnt it never was 
sunk deep enough, and the consequence was, that, 
though the greatest professors of Republican state- 
craft had assumed to follow the best models, the 
selfishness of parties led to divisions in the Assembly; 
the ignorance of the country led to the election 
of Charles Louis to the second Dictator- 
ship, and the coup-d’ état led to the Second Empire. 
Some such result may well be feared at the present 
juncture, even by those who for the sake of a settled 
government, and to escape from the atrocities of a 
tyrannical “ democratic’? Committee, would grant 
extraordinary powers to a really constitutional ruler, 
But these, remembering what the country became 
under the enervating influence of a corrupt Imperial 
Court, tremble to yield France again to the exhaust- 
ing rule of the Bonapartists. It is not that they 
would love Cæsar less, but they love France more. 
Cæsar might keep them safely іп their shops, and 
keep their shop windows whole; but then what if 
Cesar is obliged to go to war to flesh his soidiery, 
and that soldiery has become a mere flock of sheep, 
bartered slike by Generals and Emperor for the sake 
of сүре аний and а place about the 

No one can foresee the result of the present 
struggle any more than they could guess at the con- 
sequences of the ostracism of Lamartine and 
Cavaignac in 1848, and the selection of the man of 
Strasbourg and Boulogne—the man who had become 


be almost grotesque in its painful absurdity 
to insist on repeating history of this sort, with the 
same principal actor in the Imperial part; and yet 
and yet—it is said that Napoleon III. is at Brussels. 
He has never resigned his title, and preferred impri- 
sonment as a vanquished generalto abdication as a 
fallen Emperor. When the quarter of a million of 
soldiers lately forming the French Imperial army are 
released from German prisons, and move company 
by company towards the frontier—whose men will 
they be? Under which King? They have never 
been trained to be soldiers of a republic, They have 
reason to think that Republican armies are likely to 
remain armies for only a short period. The pro- 
fession of fighting would languish under а true stable 
Republican movement, for the chief objects of 
modern warfare would be repudiated—as, indeed, 
they were repudiated by Lamartine, in the name of 
the only attempt at a real Republic ever made in 
France, The army of a false Republic, on the other 
hand, gets more kicks than halfpence till it turns 
round and proclaims its own dictator. 

What will be done then? At least one London 
newspaper of large circulation seems to be already 
under the influence of French Royalists—we will not 
say in the pay of—the Orleanists or of a combination 
of the elder and the younger branches of the 
Bourbons; and it is quite probable that, for all his 
Republican theories, M.Thiers is still, as he was in his 
youth, an admirer of constitutional monarchy. The 
temper of the provinces of France may be easily led 
that way, too; but at present Lyons and the large 
towns, including Paris, are not quite inclined to make 
afresh trial. There is general weariness and hope- 
lessness—the hopelessness that comes of being led 
always by false fact ions into the repetitions of failures. 
It is too much to have always to escape from the 
Dantons and the Héberts of terrorism to the Napo- 
leons of military confiscation, or even to see no way 
out of either but to submit to making France a com- 
fortable family possession, with as few concessions as 
possible to the tenants, France, therefore, shrinks, 
and Europe waits. Nothing is certain but the un- 
expected; and the less expected the dénoüment, the 
better would the French people like it, in face of the 
experiences which they have made for themselves 
during the past half century.

sacrifices. We have been spared this cruel task. 
Yesterday General Douay perceived that the gate of 
St. Cloud was approachable. His army soon pene- 
trated into the interior of the city and advanced as 
far as the Arc de Triomphe. General Ladmirault 
entered simultaneously on the left, and occupied the 
Avenue of the Grand Army and the Arc de Triomphe; 
while General Vinoy communicates with Genera 
Cissy, who rests his left wing upon Mont Parnasse 
and his right upon the Invalides. General Clinchant, 
for his part, has entered by the Faubourg 8%, 
Honoré, and reached the Opera House, Such was 
the position of affairs at two o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. We are disposed to believe that Paris 
wil soon be restored to her rightful Sovereign— 
namely France." Speaking of the fate that awaits 
the insurgents, M. Thiers said :—** The laws will be 
rigorously carried out.

up to the bastion and found it and the ramparts ad- 
joining without a single sentinel. Keeping near the 
ground, he waved a white handkerchief. It was 
seen by the small party of Engineers who were lying 
outside the last parallel, and also by Lieutenant 
Tréves, of the French navy, At first the signal was 
not understood, but M. Clément continued to waye 
the handkerchief violently and beckon to those who 
saw him to come on i iately. It was with dif- 
ficulty one hundred men could be collected in the 
trenches, but about that number advanced and occu- 
pied the deserted position, 1n the mean time, the 
word was passed from post to post in their rear, and 
а battalion was soon on its way after them. By half- 
past three o'clock dispositions had been effected for 
occupying both Auteuil aud the Point du Jour with 
a sufficient force, and proceeding to the other gates 
both right and left. The gates and drawbridge of 
Auteuil had been demolished several days previously, 
but the insurgents had substituted an enormous bar- 
ricade, which shut off the iron bridge uniting the 
railway station with the viaduct, Тһе division of 
General Vergé marched direct u Auteuil.

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GENERAL 
CLUSERET. 


IMPRISONED by the Com- 
munist comrades whom he 
had served as Minister of 
War, General  Cluseret 
must have felt not a little 
uncertain of his fate upon 
hearing of the entry of the 
loyal French troops into 
Paris on Sunday. This 
entry was anticipated by 
him, it is clear. А letter 
of General Cluseret, in one 
of the latest numbers of 
the Mot d'Ordre, advised 
that every exertion should 
be made for the erection of 
barricades at the Barriére 
de l’ Etoile, the Place Roi 
de Rome, and the Place 
Eylau, with a second line 
between the Passy gate 
and the Grónelle bridge, 
and a third line from the 
Pont de la Concorde to the 
Ouen gate. 

'Though the insurrection 
with which he has been 
connected has failed, a 
portrait of so prominent an 
agitator may yet be accept- 
able to the reader. Ас- 
cording to the Telegraph s 
correspondent, . Cluseret 
was entered as a pupil in 
the Military School of St. 
Cyr April 18, 1841. He 
was appointed Sub-Lieu- 
tenant April 1, 1843; 
Lieutenant, Jan. 18, 1848; 
placed on the ‘retired list, 
in consequence of political 
opinions, March 31, 1850 ; 
reappointed Lieutenant in 
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his friends at a café on the Boulevard Montmartre, 
in à room on the first floor—meetings fully re- 
paced to the police. On Aug. 8, 1867, the French 
Minister at Washington writes to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs thet he has made inquiries at New 
York, and the result is that he cannot believe in the 
truth of the guilty projects attributed to Cluseret.

LOSS OF A STEAMER AND FOURTEEN 
LIVES. 

By the arrival at West Hartlepool оп Monday 
т of Captain Green, master of the iron screw- 
steamer T. S. Webb, owned by Messrs. Wilkinson, 
Watt, and Co., of Hartlepool, particulars are made 
known of the total loss of the vessel, her cargo of 
640 tons of rails, and fourteen of her crew. She left 
the Tees, bound for Taganrog, and when off Dunge- 
ness, on Saturday night, at 9.30, d fine weather, 
with her lights in good trim, a ship’s t was seen 
ahead. Captain Green took үче precautions to 
give the stranger a wide berth; but, when within 
half a mile of her, the other vessel ported her helm, 
and came straight ahead on to the Т, S. Webb. 
Fearing a collision, Captain Green stopped his engines

and reversed them to “full speed astern,” but in a 
few minutes the other vessel, which proved to be the 
screw-steamer Paraguay, raninto her just at the fore 
rigging on the starboard bow, so completely cleaving 
her down on the water’s edge that she filled and sunk 
in deep water in less than two minutes. The cap- 
tain, with four of the crew, named Jakes, Bargewell, 
Green, and Foster, managed to scramble from the 
fore rigging into the forechains of the Paraguay, and 
reached her deck in safety; and two others, named 
Mowatt and Coulson, feli overboard in attempting to 
follow; but were, after the lapse of several minutes, 
rescued by the other steamer’s boats much exhausted. 
The chief and second mates, Hector Williams and J. 
Payne, who were on the bridge with the captain at 
the moment of the collision, were drowned ; as also 
were Haydey, the cook; Morfee, carpenter ; Gray, 
chief engineer ; Watson, second ditto; and Garland, 
third ditto; Dixon, Giles, and Macartney, firemen ;

WIFE MURDER. 
AN IRISHMAN, named John Hannah, a fireman at 
Croft Pit, near Whitehaven, has been apprehended 
by the Cumberland constabulary on the charge of 


killing his wife, in his own house, on Saturday night.- 


The prisoner was married, about two years ago, to a 
woman who had previously cohabited with another 
man, She was addicted tointemperance, On Saturday 
night, after he returned home from his work, he sent 
out for some spirits, and while they were drinking 
together they quarrelled. А neighbour went into the 
house shortly afterwards, and there she found the 
woman lying dead upon the floor. An hour elapsed 
before any information was sent to the police. They 
then found Hannah in his own house, drunk, and the 
deceased still upon the floor, Тһе constable charged 
him with killing his wife. He made a desperate 
resistance, saying, stand back! I have done it, and 
I want to see the last of it." Assistance was pro- 
cured, and he was taken to the station. The marks 
upon the deceased were very slight. An inquest on 
the body of the deceased was held at Whitehaven ou 
Monday. Neighbours gave evidence that both the 
prisoner and deceased were drunk, While quarrelling 
and fighting, a woman who interfered was ordered 
away. Prisoner was jealous of another man; and, 
when taxing his wife with impropriety, she replied, 
“Т would rather have Charley Smith's little finger 
than thy whole body.’’ Medical evidence proved that 
death resulted from a blow beside the ear, probably 
with a fist.

A MULLER ASSAULT IN A RAILWAY 
CARRIAGE.

He then gave Devilliers, who was kneeling 
over him, a kick in the groin; and while the latter 
was suffering from the severity of the pain theruffian 
opened the carriage door, got on the step-board, and 
alighted on the line as the train began to slacken 
speed on its approaching Brooksby, exclaiming 

‘YOU MAY CATCH ME, if you cau," In his flight 
he left behind him his carpet-bag, containing linen, 
and his stick, which had been broken in the scuffle, 
On the train arriving at Brooksby M. Devilliers com- 
municated with the station-master, and search was 
made along the line.

MASSACRE BY SAVAGES. : 

Our Illustration represents one of those dreadful 
massacres which have not been unfrequent at the 
southernmost part of America, Some twelve years 
ago, it may be remembered, a missionary party who 
voyaged thither on board the ship Alan Gardner was 
ut to death by the natives of Tierra del Fuego, The 

test butchery is recorded by the Valparaiso and 
West Coast Mail of April 3 :— 


THE BRITISH BRIGANTINE PROPONTIS, 


Captain Barnes, left Bremen, with a general cargo, 
for Iquique, and had favourable weather till arrival 
off the Strait of Magellan (Feb. 27), which the 
captain resolved to pass through, instead of going 
round the Horn, the vessel (234 tons) being handy to 
work, and the weather all that could be desired, The 
colony of Punta Arenas was passed on the 3rd ult., 
but on the same night the ship fell in with contrary 
winds, accompanied with heavy rain, in consequence 
of which the captain next morning brought to under 
the southern shore, at a place about ninety miles 
from the colony, and cast anchor. Immediately 
afterwards a number of boats (one being American- 
built) and canoes full of Indians came alongside 
clamouring for tobacco and biscuit, and after being 
satisfied informed Captain Barnes there was plenty 
of wood and water close at hand. After an unavailing 
attempt to get away at one p.m., the captain resolved 
to wood up and fill casks, and went on shore shortly 
after, accompanied by three men—one named Lars 
Hansen, a Norwegian; a Swede, named Ebrain 
Spolander; and a native of Lubeck, Johan Schupp. 

Not having returned by the following morning, 
general uneasiness was felt, and on

assing, at about nine a.m., signals of distress were 

oisted, to which she replied by showing her ensign, 
but proceeded on her course; a boat was dispatched 
in pursuit, but, of course, without avail. The next 
day, March 6, there being no signs of the return of 
the missing men, it was resolved to search for them, 
апа a boat was sent сп shore with the mate, the 
steward (the only Englishman of the crew besides 
the captain), and the rest of the sailors, Mrs. Barnes 
being the only person left on board. On arriving at 
the place where they saw the captain land the steward 
jumped ashore and requested the mate to accompan 

im in his search, which he refused to do. Тһе 
steward then went alone, and on returning, after an 
absence of about an hour, reported that he had found

wounded in two places, stripped naked, and the legs 
cut off. None of the men being willing to go ashore, 
and the steward being unable to bring away the body 
without assistance, the party had to return to the 
vessel. No traces were discovered of the captain’s 
companions. Scarcely was the boat hoisted on board 
when three or four canoes filled with Indians were 
observed pulling towards the vessel with furious 

ells; and, it being evident that the few men on 

were utterly unable to contend effectually with 

the crowd of savages who were approaching, the cable 
was slipped and all sail was made in the direction of 
Punta Arenas, the Indians following for some dis- 
tance and making menacing gestures; but, the wind 
fortunately freshening, they were soon distaneed. 
The Propontis arrived at the colony on March 9, 
having unfortunately run on shore, where she was 
detained nineteen hours, In consequence of this last 
misfortune a survey was held, and the vessel ordered 
to be sent to Valparaiso for repairs. Mrs. Barnes re- 
mained at the colony for the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company’s steamer Coqnimbo, by which she took 
passage, and reached Valparaiso on March 29,

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WITH THE GILLACKS. 
Тнк tourist who would spend his vacation anywhere, 
r out of sight of the blood-stained fields and 
dened homes of the Continent, may find fresh 
ground to the extreme north-east of Russia, А 
curious feature of lifa in these parts is introduced to 
the reader by our Illustration of a Gillack village in- 
terior, а description of which is furnished by a 
naturalist, who writes, in explanation of the pro- 
minence of the canine element in the Engraving, that 
the Gillacks are accustomed to traverse the immense 
plains or descend the frozen rivers in light sledges, 
drawn by dogs. “Тһе barking of these 4068,” adds 
our adventurous traveller, ‘‘ revealed to us the prox- 
imity of а Gillack village, and we made an effort to 
turn the boat towards the bank amidst the ice, which 
was hére gathering in some quantity and greatly 
affected the temperature. e were at this time 
about 40 ft. from the bank, and it took us five hours 
to break away the ice and make good our landing. 
At last, however, it was effected, and weimmediately 
pe ourselves in the midst of the Gillacks, who 
ad made a halt at the entrance of the forest, The 
dogs lay in & circle around the travellers, keepin 
their masters’ feep warm by the heat of their bodies, 
Amongst the company I found two Jakontsks, of 
whom I took a sketch, notwithstanding that the 
cold was almost enough to freeze my curiosity. Тһе 
next morning I found myself crouched over the fire 
in the most important hut in the Gillack village, for 
I had determined to postpone my journey and accept 
the hearty hospitality of the people amongst whom I 
had been thrown. Nothing could be more singular 
than this hut. Imagine a vast wooden chamber, sur- 
rounded by brick benches, under which run the pipes 
intended to convey the heat into the room, here and 
there the bench interrupted by а hearth. In the 
middle of the room is a great high table upon which 
the dogs are fastened ; other animals specially fatted 
for eating, running about as they please. To the 
beams are suspended the implements of the chase or 
those used for fishing. Тһе inhabitants, wrapped in 
their great-coats of reindeer skin, sleep upon the sur- 
rounding couches. On one of the hearths, inclosed 
іп а species of stove, I see tiwo immense kettles—one 
containing melted snow, the other the fish intended 
for the dinner of both men and dogs, ‘The silence of 
death reigns іп the hut. What is there to say? 
These people are almost separated from civilisation, 
and live lives of perpetual hardship, The women are 
clothed in fishskin prepared in a particular manner 
and ornamented by studs with heads of copper." 


A TUSSLE WITH A PANTHER, 

A correspondent of the Times of India, writing 
from Baroda on April 9, says:“ A few days ago a 
kubber was brought in that a man-eating tiger was 
prowling about the jungle, near Powaghur-hill. Two 
gentlemen from camp went out after the brute with 
а firm determination to * bag him,’ as he was said to 
have killed six men and a boy very recently. Тһе 
gentlemen were Captain Westmacott and Mr. Little, 
the executive engineer P. W. Department, Kaira, It 
appears they roused the animal (which turned out to 
be a large panther) at or near a village called Jowara.
